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THE SHERIFE’S SALARY. 
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The Clerk's and Auditor'ssalaries are 
none too high. The Sheriff's is too low. 
It-is good policy to pay men well for 
their work. A man capable of filling 
the office of Recorder or Clerk is cheap 
at two hundred dollarsa month, Rail- 
road and express companies pay mend 
doiog similar work as high as two 
hundred and fifty. The Journal is 
right in saying that the county officers 
should not make a fortuue out of one 
term, but they should be paid fairly 
for their work, as an inducement to do 
it well and faithfully. The law says 
nothing about a jailer. If the Sheriff 
has to pay him, it will take one hund- 
red dollars per month off his salary. 
He must keep a horse and buggy ata 
cost of thirty-five. His traveling ex- 
penses will run up to twenty-five, md 
otker expenses will bring him down to 
very small figures. Considering the 
dangers of the life of Sheriff, the risk 
he runs in handling the’ property of 
insolvents and bankrupts, the arduous 
nature of the work, we think he 
should have three thousand dollars 
and his expenses, and we believe it 
would be economy on the part of the 
county to pay it.

THE SALARY BILL.

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Inoculating for The Cattle Plague, 


A Russian paper, the Kievlianin, 
reports that in the latter part of 1879, 
in the province of Poloeva, the cattle 
plague carried away from 75 to 80 
per cent of all animals affected by _ it. 
A Russian who saw no escape for his 
cattle resorted to the dangerous ex- 
periment of inoculating his healthy 
beasts with the virus taken from the 
deceased ones. All the cattle experi- 
mented upon were taken ill upon the 
tenth day after the operation, and 
about 18 per cent. of them perished, 
leaving 82 per cent. safe from he 
epidemic. The inoculated animals 


repeated epidemics that afterward 
ravaged the same region. The result 
of this experiment has proved so sat- 
isfactory that inoculation for the 
plague is to be tried on an extensive 
scale in a number of Russian provinces,

ANOTHER RAILROAD PROJECT. 


Last Thursday evening a meeting 
was held in Stockton to consider the 
question of a narrow yauge railroad 
from that place to some point in Ne- 
vada. A. J. Hatch, of Reno, was 
present, and addressed the meeting. 
Jf® favored the project, stating that 
New York capitalists were ready to 
loan money for the construction of 
such a road by a company whose 
stockholders should be interested in 
inter-state traffic.

MYRIADS OF PIGEONS. 


There is a pigeon roost which cov- 
ers twenty square miles in Forest’ 
county, Penn. It is a favorite resting 
place of the birds because ‘beecl nuts 
there abound. The pigeons come 


there from the South by thousands as 


early as February. If snow falls after 
their arrival, they whip it from the 
ground with their wings. The con- 
tinuous flapping is described as re- 


sembling the roar of a hurricane. A/} 
naturalist of that vicinity gives the| 


following account of the arrival of the 
birds this spring: 

“Myriads of birds poured into the 
roost daily for the next fortnight. 
They came in Bheets that stretched 
from horizon to horizon, and at times 
obscured the light of the sun. At 
night over five square miles of trees 
were loaded with roosting birds. The 
noise was deafening. At times huge 
branches, broken by the weight of 
birds, crashed to the ground, throw- 
ing the vast camp into dire confusion. 
The unfortunate pigeons fluttered to 
and fro in the darkness, uttering plain- 
tive cries, which were answered by 
their more fortunate companions in 
the trees. A heayy fall of snow or a 
gale after dark breaks many over- 
weighted limbs and spreads dismay 
among the flock. The fallen birds 
skulk to cover and await the break of 
day, filling the darkness with cries of 
terror, Farmers and others visited 
the roost after nightfall, and, by the 
light of a blazing fire, clubbed hun- 
dreds of birds from the lower branches 
of the trees with long poles,” 


The number of pigeons in this mul- 
titude is estimated at two thousand 
millions (2,000,000,000). The num- 
ber .trapped and killed, although 
great, makes no sensible difference in 
the flock. The netting of the birds is 
an industry of itself. Eleven hun- 
dred barrels, containing over half a 
million dead birds, and many crates of 
live ones were shipped from Sheffield 
in 1878. Over $50,000 worth of the 
birds were sold during the season.

Her 
late de facto husband was encumbered 
with a lawful wife, from whom he had 
separated. Therefore his marriage to 
George Eliot was an impossibility. 
But, even after the death of his legal 
wife, no marriage ceremony was per- 
formed between Lewes and the novel- 
ist,

MURDER AT STOCKTON. 


An East Indian Kills a Man for Call- 
ing Him a Nigger.

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BORING FOR SALT. 


The Second Deepest Well in the World 
—lis Total Depth 3,061 Feet. 
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From the Scientific American. 


The Continental Diamond Rock 
Boring Company, Limited, have lately 
completed for the Government of 


Mecklenburg-Schwerin a bore hele of 


exceptional depth, and the execution 
of which;is of particular interest from 
the rapidity with which it has been 
completed. The boring, which was 
made for salt, is situated at Prubst 
Jesar, near Lubtheen, and it was com- 
menced on the 6th of July of last 
year, with an opening 12 inches in 
diameter. The first part of the bore 
had to be through a diluvial bed con- 
sisting mainly of drift sand and coarse 
vel, and for sivking through this 
obrich’s system was adopted, the 
diameter of the bore being maintained 
at 12 inches. The total depth sunk 
on this system was 98.05 meters, or 
$21 feet 8 inches, the sinking occupy- 
ing 84 days of 24 hours each, of which 
31 days were speutin actual boring 
and three days in sundry works. The 
average progress was thus at the rate 
of $.163 meters per day, while the 
greatest depth bored in any one day 
was 7.496 meters, this being on August 
11, 1879. 
. BELOW THE DILUVIUM 
the gypsum and rock were reached, 
and through this the boring was car- 
ried on with diamonds, the commence- 
ment being made August 25, 1879, 
with a hole 1044 ioches in diameter. 
Until a depth of 509 meters, or 1,670 
feet, had been reached, however, no 
firm footing could be obtained on 
which to rest the tubing, and hence 
great annoyance was experienced from 
the falling in of masses of sand, the 
infalls being so great that sometimes 
when the boring rod was withdrawn 
the bore became filled up again toa 
depth of over 420 feet. The boring, 
however, was steadily proceeded with, 
and ultimately the final depth of 1207- 
.25 meters, or 3,961 feet, was attained 
on the 6th ef February last, the diam- 
eter of the bore at the bottom being 3 
inches. The time spent in boring 
with diamonds was 163 days of 24 
working hours.

The report was adopted. 

Resolved, That the Republican party 
saved to the United States of America 
existence and a place among the nations 
o; the earth. That important as its 
mission then was, it is scarcely less so 
now, and that its continuance in power 
is an absolute necessity for the social 
business and financial prosperity of all. 

Resolved, That the Republican party 
has given the former slaves of the South 
the chief elements of the free citizen, 
liberty, and the ballot, it trusts that the 
ensuing presidential election may prove 
they have sufficient intelligence and 
courage to make proper use of the gift. 

Resolved, That the continuous asser- 
tion by the Democratic party that the 
present Chief Executive of the United 
States of America obtained and holds 
his place by fraud, is a chronic lie, ut- 
tered to excite ignorant prejudice against 
our honored President and the Repub- 
lican party. 

Resolved, That nothing but shame- 
less impudence sustains the demand of 
the Democratic party to rule the nation 
whose progress it always impedes, and 
whose very existence it recently sought 
to destroy. 

Resolved, That the State of Nevada 
now, as ever since its battle born birth, 
stands true to the Republican party and 
pledges its electoral vote to the nominee 
at Chicago. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Re- 
publican party of the State of Nevada 
are hereby tendered. to our Congressional 
Representation for its zeal in behalf of 
the interest. of the State, and its earnest 
and faithful maintenance of the princi- 
ples of the Republican party in the

Resolved, That whereas James G. 
Blaine is the almost unanimous choice 
of the Republican party of the State of 
Nevada for presidentia! candidate, it is 
the sense of this Convention that the 
votes of the Delegates from the State of 
Nevada to the National Convention 
shall be cast in favor of James G, Blaine 
for presidential candidate. 

Resolved, That the Delegates to the 
National Convention from the State of 
Nevada, be, and they are thereby in- 
structed to vote as a unit in the National 
Convention. Also to use all honorable 
means in their power to secure the nom- 
ination of, and to cast their votes as a 
unit for James G. Blaine, as long as his 
name shall be before the convention as a 
candidate for nomination. 

The reading of the resolutions was in- 
terrupted by applause when the name 
of James G. Blaine was meutioned. 

It was moved to adopt the report in 
sections and an amendment was offered 
to adopt the report as.a whole. 

Powning offered as a substitute that 
the convention adopt all the resolutions 
except that which referred to our Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. The conven- 
tion was not called for that purpose and 
it would be inappropriate to go outside 
of the business of the convention ex- 
pressed in the call. If there was to be 
a debate on the subject he was prepared 
to take up the gauntlet. 

Williamson, of Storey, moved the in- 
definite postponement of the subject. 

Moore, of Elko, had simply heard the 
resolutions read and wanted them con- 
sidered consecutively. 

Comins, of White’ Pine, stated that 
the co.amittee had met and discussed 
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the resolutions and thoroughly sifted 
them and submitted what they thought 
was for the best interests of the party. 
They wanted fo mud-throwing and no 
wrangling. They couldn't afford to do 
it. hey were submitted in the inter-

Comins said the convention had as- 
gembled to deal with national affairs.

‘Teast they could do to,thank them for 


their nets in Congress in behalf of the 
State. 

Littlefield would have no objection to 
the resolution had it included the mem- 
bers of the Legislature. 

Coffin said it was the least we could 
do to pass some resolution recognizing 
our Congressman and Senators and then 
we could elect six delegates fresh from 
the people and instruct them as” we 
wish. Our national representatives ex- 
pected some recognition at our hands 
gnd this was the cheapest way out of it. 

Bigelow would like to know who our 
representatives are that they should be 
propitiated more than any one else, be- 
cause we do not wish to send them’ to 
Chicago. We do not propitiate others 
who wish to go but cannot. They are 
Grant men and their sympathies are not 
in accordance with those of the people 
of Nevada. If wedo not censure let us 
not endorse. ' 

Coffin said the resolution was simply 
in the light of small favors thankfully 
received; a vote of thanks for what they 
had done. 

Hammond called for the reading of 
the resolution. 

Rand was only opposed to the resolu- 
tion as far as it related to some and did 
not think it went far enough, but he 
was opposed to it as a whole. 

Powning said there was no use dis- 
guising the fact that. the acts of Mr, 
Sharon could not be endorsed, by him. 
So far as Jones and Daggett were con- 
cerned he should have no objection to a 
resolution endorsing them at a regular 
convention, but Sharon had shamefully 
abused ‘the confidence of the people of 
Nevada, and he was willing to carry 
over the matter to be decided by the 
people next Fall. There was no doubt 
in his mind of the intention of Sharon 
to become a candidate for re-election 
and he was willing that the matter be 
relegated to the people. 

Moore did not presume tliat the de- 
bate was going to take that shape. Elko 
county had passed a resolution calling 
for the resignation of Sharon and the 
delegation would be compelled to do as 
instructed, and the resolution of praise 
was more than they could stand.

Objection was raised on the ground 
that the measure would cause consider- 
able trouble and delay.

Bishop said that he was for Blaine, 
against the world. That he combined 
more elements of strength than any 
other man on the American soil. As 
our standard bearer he could get more 
votes than any other man even without 
the aid of the sack. Should he be 
elected he will go to Chicago and work 
for Blaine. 

Benjamin Curler was not present but 
was vouched for as being a thorough 
Blaine man. 

C. C, Stevenson stated that he en- 
dorsed the resolutions, was a Blaine 
man, and if elected would use all honor- 
able means to secure the nomination of 
James G. Blaine. 

Grass was not present and was 
vouched for as being in favor of Blaine 
by R. S. Scott who said the entire 
Humboldt delegation would vouch for

Edwards was vouched for by a num- 
ber of delegates as being for Blaine first, 
last and all the time, and that if he was 
elected would go to Chicago and vote 
for Blaine as long as his name was be- 
fore the convention. .

Objections to the Susanville and the 
Cedarville Routes—The Direct Route 
Over the Lassen Pass—Little Snow 
and Only a Narrow Ridge to Cross— 
The Road Not Likely to Take Any 
Trude Away From Reno—Where the 
Interests of VUur Merchants Lie, Etc. 


Surprise VALLEY, CAL., 
May 10th, 1880. 


Editor Gazette:—As so much misap- 
prehension seems still to exist in Reno 
regarding the comparative merits of 
the rival routes to the north, perhaps 
you will tolerate the following inflic- 
tion for the sake of the information it 
is intended to afford. The importance 
of securing the northern trade to Reno 
is beginning to be realized, and I can 


understand that the conflicting state- 


ments by interested parties tend only 
to mystify you and others concerned 
in the selection of the best route. 
Could you and some other of Reno’s rep- 
resentative men traverse the different 
routes now, you need not then rely on 
others for information. But I shall 
give you some statements which will 
bear the closest scrutiny. I also en- 
close a rough diagram to assist you in 
comprehending localities, etc. 


VALUE OF THE NORTHERN TRADE. 


The value of the trade from the 
north now going to Redding is evi- 
denced by the ample preparations that 
are made for the accommodation of 
travel aiong the road it follows. That 
much of this can be diverted to Reno 
by a good road, open all the way 
through, and all the year round, is 
very probable. By way of Susanville 
there has for many ears been a road 
open, all the way through, and which 


canhot be kept open all the year 
round. The proposed cut-off simply 

shortens the distance, but does not 
lessen the winter difficulties. By way 
of Surprise Valley there is a route not 

open all the way through, but which, 
when so opened, will be practicable at 
all seasons of the year. About six 
miles of new road built on the Lassen 
Pass, and the only obstruction is over- 

come. In evidence that the Susan- 

ville route is impracticable in winter, 

see the reports of its friends. The 

Modoc Independent, in one issue, said 

that on the mail.route between Al- 

turas and Susanville, they first aban- 

doned coaches, then horses, and that, | 
when snow-shoes failed, the jig was 
up. Apparently they did fail, as the 

Susanville papers announced that Mr. 

White had thrown up the contract. 

Be that as it may, it is notorious that 
Alturas is to-day without supplies, for 

the reason that both the 


SUSANVILLE AND REDDING ROUTES 


are impracticable for freight teams. 
Further still, it looks as though these 
roads were impracticable for stages, 
when travelers, even women, nearly 
all ride twenty-five miles across the 
Cedarville Pass to reach the Surprise 
Valley road. ‘This cannot be to save 
distance, as Alturas is nearer to Red- 
ding than it is to Reno, and the route 
by Cedarville to Reno is thirty miles 
further than by way of Susanville to 
the same place. In fact, both these 
routes are still submerged for miles 
and tens of miles, in from one to three 
feet of snow, mud and water. Big 
Valley, on the Redding route, and 
Madeline plains,.on the Susanville 


route, are both entitled to be called 
“mud lakes” at present. On

the stage makes its regular trips on 
summer time—200 miles in 36 hours— 
and has been doing so since the Ist 
of April. Freight teams have made 
their trips on the Surprise Valley 
road every month of the past winter, 
and it is improbable that a loaded 
teanr will be able to travel either of 
the other routes. sooner than the last 


days of June. By inquiry of Mr. Ash 
you can verify my statements regard- 
ing freight to Surprise Valley, and by 
inquiry of Hymers & Comstock you 
can learn the truth of those regarding 
passengers. The latter gentlemen 
will tell you that they have sent pas- 
sengers through on summer time, who 
had gone to Redding where the stage 
company declined to book them 
from that place to Alturas, It is now 
an every: day occurrence to see pack 
trains leaving Surprise Valley with 
supplies for Alturas, Willow Ranch 
and Lake View, at the north end of

never impassable for more than a day 
or two ata time. If a good wagon 
road were made, it could and would

to the greater portion of Modoc and 
Lake counties. The P. O. depart- 
ment has shown its appreciation of 
this fact recently, by maintaining the 
Reno and Willow Ranch route at six 
trips a week, while it has reduced all 
others leading into thecountry to three. 
Another objection to the, Itoney Lake 


route is that when teams have reached 
Alturas, at which point the Honey 
Lake road leaves that to Redding, 
they are nearer to Redding than to 
Reno. The Surprise vailey road will 
tap the Redding route at Willow 
Ranch, and teamsters and travelers ar- 
riving from the north at Willow Ranch, 
and finding Mr. Snider, the energetic 
merchant and proprietor of that place, 
doing his business with Reno instead 


of Redding, are likely to™follow his 


example. Alturas’ business relations 
are naturally with Redding, and. for 
this reason, as well as because it would 
still continue to cajoy the benefits of 
the northern travel, it favors the Honey 
Lake route in preference to that by 
Surprise Valley.

King’s 
river to cover this land, and began |. to 
cultivate it. They tried to locate it’ 


under the preémption laws of ‘the 
United States, but were refused, so 
far as odd sections were concerned, 
on account of the grant. When the 
settlement grew to a size to justify it, 
the company built northwest on ‘their 
line teward Tres Pinos, to tap the pro- 
ductive’ region, and opened ‘a station 
which they named Hanford, in’ hosor 
of the paymaster of the Central Pe- 
cific road, They applied’for the pat- 
ents to the land, and in due time they 
were sent. The land was graded and 
offered for-sale, but the settlers refused 
to buy on the'ground that the price 
was too high. Another grader was 
sent out, and. gave his opinion that the 
figures were high, and it was reduced 
to what would be conside.ed a low €s- 
timate of its fair value in, commerce, 
As such lands were going elsewhere, 
and on the return it would ‘give for 
cultivation during all this time, the 
demands of the settlers were growing, 
und the feeling was increasing. Dem- 
agogues took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to agitate, and they added 
greatly to the confidence and boldness 
of the leaguers. When the settlers

E:xo, May 16, 1880. 

The weather is still inclement, with 
Occasional sunshine. About a foot of 
snow fell during the night of the 13th 
instant. I visitedthe White Sulphur 
Hot Springs to-day. There is cer- 
tainly a most wenderful freak of na- 
ture to be witnessed at that place. 
The springs are situated about one 
mile and a half from here, on the 
slope of a huge hill, from which site a 
most picturesque view is had of the 
Humboldt valley below, the river 
winding its way like a silver thread 
through the now green valley. The 
spring boils up out of the solid rocks. 
The steam escaping causes it tg bub- 
ble like boiling water in a pet. In 
the vicinity of this hot spring, rents or 
small holes in the rock provide anoth- 
er means for the steam, which is gen- 
erated in the bowels of the earth, te 
escape. In another place we have a 
small pond, some twenty feet long and 
ten feet wide, which acts in the same 


maoner as the principal flowing spring. 
The water in this place is about two 
feet deep, and you could see a pin on 
the bottom, it is so clear. You can 
take a piece of wire, and make a 
hanging basket, put it into the hot 
water, and in three weeks time, the 
wire will be covered over with a hard 
This wat- 
er Contains great sanitary properties.

“Tender Feet” and “Other Siders”—A 
Crowded Camp—Eleven Theatres in 
Full Blast. 


Bob Howland, the well known min- 
ing expert, writes to the Eureka Senti- 
nel a long letter about the famous 
Colorado mining camp, from which 
the followioy are extracts: 

LEADVILLE (Cox.), May 10, 1880. — 
This isa ‘‘way up” place regarding 
altitude; all kinds of weather. Yes- 
terday forenoon the thermometer 
steod 72 in the shade, and in the after- 
noon the street sprinkler, in full blast, 
was caught out in a snow storri ere he 
could get to his stable. From twelve 
to fifteen stages, and as many private 
conveyances, arrive here daily from 
the railroad, all crowded with “tender 
feet.”

When the 
pee weut out into the kitchen the 
ellow commenced to put everything 
in reach on the table in said valise, 
saying at the same time to the valise, 
‘‘eat you son of a gun, 1 have to pay 
for you.’ 

By the way, Dan DeQuill’s old} 
landlord from Meadow Lake is here 
keeping a hotel. He fires off one bar- 
rel frem a double-barrelled shot gun 
to call his boarders to meals. A ten- 
der foot asked him why he didn’t 
“bang off both barrels.” “Oh, no,” said 
the landlord, “I keep the other to 
collect with.” 

There are great crowds of idlers 
here. About 15,000 waiting to give 
their scalps to the Indians when the 
snow leaves the Gunnison country. 
All, of ceurse, are going to find a 
Richmond and Eureka. Leadville has 
about 35,000 people, with one physi- 
cian (in his own mind he is the one).

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Mining Accident at Pyramid. 
About half past 5 o'clock last Sat- 
urday afternoon an accident occurred 
in the Pioneer mine at Pyramid, by 
which R, C. Johnson was badly in- 


jured. He was atthe bottom of the 
shaft, twenty-five feet deep, engaged 
in drilling out a blast which had fail- 
ed to explode. He had first poured 
water into the drill hole and did not 
think there was any danger of an ex- 
plosion. A spark fen the steel drill 
fired the charge, and it exploded with 
considerable force. Mr. Johnson 
heard the hiss of the igniting powder 
and threw back his head in time to 
escape being struck by the drill. His 
face was badly cut in several places 
by pieces of rock and’ was badly 
burned by the powder.

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| The Murder of McKelvey At Elmira. 
Laboring men will find employment: 


The Elmira (N. Y.) Gazette of the 
7th inst., contains a full report of the 
murder of C. V. McKelvey’s brother. 
It came out at the inquest that the 
crime was entirely without justifica- 
tion of any kind. The murderer Sy- 
monds had been disorderly and 
was locked up by himself for punish- 
ment. Mr. McKelvey was the keeper 
of the prison, and with an assistant 
attempted to remove the man from 
his cell. Symonds then drew a knife 
and stabbed the keeper in the region 
of the heart. Death resulted from 
internal hemorrhage, four quarts of 
blood being discovered in the chest. 
The doctors say they never saw a 
man of more perfect physique, he 
weighing 210 pounds and being 
six fect two inches in height. 
Symonds was employed in the hollow 
ware shop, and worked at a turning 
lathe. It was necessary for him to 
use aknife in fixing belts, etc., and 
the one he had about his work, and 
which he killed the keeper with, was 
made by himself. The blade was 
about three inches long, ground toa 
point like a dagger, and with an edge 
on it like a razor. The Coroner’s 
jury found that Symonds was guilty 
of wilful murder, and he will prob- 
ably be hanged.

Mark Twain's Ideas of the Insect—Its 
Leather-Headedness — A Creature 
that Doesn't Know Enough to Find 
its Way Home, 


From “A Tramp Abroad.” 


Now and then, while we rested, we 
watched the laborious ant at bis work. 
I found nothing new in him—certain- 
ly nothing to change my opinion of 
him, It seems to me that in the mat- 
ter of intellect the ant must be a 
strangely overrated bird. During 
many summers now I have watched 
him, when [ ought to have beeo in 
better business, and I have not yet 
come across a living ant that seemed 
to have any more sense than a dead 
one. I refer tothe ordinary ant, of 
course; I have bad. no experience of 
those wonderful Swiss and American 
ones which vote, keep drilled armies, 
hold slaves, and dispute about relig- 
ion, Those setlaates ants may be 
all that. the naturalists paint them, 
but lam persuaded that the average 
antisasham. I admit his industry, 
of course; he is the hardest working 
creature in the world—when anybody 
is looking—but his leather-headedness 
is the point that I make against kim. 
He goes out foraging, he makes a 
capture, and then what does he do? 
Go home? No; he goes anywhere but 
home. He doesn’t know where home 
is. His home may, be only three feet 
away; no matter, he can’t find it. 


HE MAKES HIS CAPTURE, 


as I have said; it is generally some- 
thing that can be of no use to himself 
or anybody else; itis usually seven 
times bigger than it ought to be; he 
hunts out the awkwardest place to 
take hold of it; he lifts it bodily up in 
the air by main force, and starts—not 
toward home, but in the opposite di-, 
rection; not calmly and wisely, but 
with a frantic haste which is wasteful 
of his strength; he fetches up.against 
a pebble, but instead of going around

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What is Being Dene in the Mines Along 
The Lode. 


Virainia, Neéev., May 15.—The fol- 
lowing is taken from the statements 
of the mines to-night: Ufah has at 
work 39 miners and 9 surface men; 
work unimportant. Con. Virginia 
raised 1,383 tons of ore, which assays 
$51 06; California, 707 tons, which as- 
says $28 78. Ophir has 134 miners 
and 78 surface men at work on the 
2,100-foot level, extracting ore; on the 
2,300-foot level the joint Mexican 
crosscut has been extended 12 fect: 
on the 2,500-foot level the north drift 
has beem extended 30 feet, the joint 
Mexican. crosscut 20 feet, the east drill 
hole 180 feet, and 114 tons of ore have 
been extracted and 109 shipped. As- 
says have not been received. The 
Union shaft has at work 104 miners 
and 85 surface men; the Mexican, 58 
miners and 4 surfage men. The north 
drift of the 2,500-foot level has been 
extended 23 feet. Sierra Nevada has 
130 men at work, but the develop- 
ments are unimportant. Union Con- 
solidated has at work 153 miners and 
9 surface men; 482 tons of ore have 
been extracted and 600 milled, which 
assays $28 43 to the ton. It has ship- 
ped bullion to the amount of $24,421.- 
B9 
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Origin of Gold Nuggets. 


New Yorx, May 18.—Professor 
Thomas Egleston read a paper last 
evening before the members of the 
New York Academy of Sciences, on 
the origin of gold nuggets and alluvial 
gold nuggets. He said that all placer 
deposits were in sands that were allu- 
vial, and are of two kind, shallow and 
deep. The deep placers of California 
average 30 to 40 cents per quarter 
yard. The time would come when 
the tailings, which are now wasted, 
would be worked to greater advantage 
than rauch of the lighter deposits. In 
a discussion with J. L. Newberry, 
President of the Academy, Professor 
Egleston affirmed the solubility of 
gold, and stated that the large nuggets 
were formed by a process of chemical 
deposit. The speaker exhibited a 
large number of vials containing gold 
combined with its amalgamates, the 
result of many months’ experiment, 


Y | which illustrated the theory of chemi- 


cal deposits.

U. 8.Marshal Poole Gives Further Par- 


ticulars of the Fight—Tne Author-

San Franomoco, May 12. 


United States Marshal Poole has re- 
turned to the city. Some further de- 
tails regarding ‘yesterday's tragedy are 
learned from hin and from. dispatches 
since received, Hartt has died from 
his wounds,making the seventh. When 
Poole and his party met the Leaguers 
he advanced with Clark and was at 
once surrounded. He stated his busi- 
ness and commenced reading his au- 
therity, when pistols were presented at 
his head and his surrender demanded 
He acquiesced. A portien of the set- 
tlers then advanced on Hartt and 
Crowe, one of the horses knocking 
Poole down, when {the firing begun. 
It is yet unknown who began the fire- 
ing, but Crowe seems to have done all 
the killing of the settiers, Hartt fall- 
ing wounded. Crowe escaped in the 
melee, but was overtaken and shot 
down over a mile distant. Poole’s life 
was only spared on condition that he 
would quietly leave without delay. 
He was ereorted to Kingsbury by an 
armed guard. Poole says he does not 
know what he shall next do in the 
matter. He will lay the matter before 
thé authorities, but he does not see 
that they are ina position to help him. 
There's no mioney to meet any ex- 
pense of the Marshal’s Department, 
and Congress recently passed an act 
forbidding the emplogment of United 
States troops to aoleese any civil pro- 
eess, At least 200 men would be nec- 
essary to meet the force which the 
settlers are in position to bring against 
any party that might attempt to dis- 
possess them.

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A FLOATING PRISON. 


A Russian Steamer’s Long Voyage With | 
Over 400 Prisoners on Beard. 


—was— 


From the St. Petersburg Golos. 


On April 14 the steamer Nijny-Nov- 
gorod, loaded with criminals and pro- 
visions, left Odessa for the island of 
Saghalien. On the steamer there are 
400 male prisoners, eight female. 
prisoners, twenty-seven women yolun- 
tarily accompanying their condemned 
husbanis, twO men accompanying 


children. The Archbishop Platon 
performed the solenin thanksgiving 
service, and prayer was,offered for the 
long life of the reigning tn and o£ : 
those sailing away. e Archbishop 
addressed the women, blessed them, 
and besprinkled them with holy wa- 
ter; then the male prisoners were 
brought up, aud ih their turn received 
the word of encouragement and hope. 
Many of the prisoners wept. 

The male prisoners are placed in 
four departments, one huodred men in 
each, and the women in two rooms. 
There are two hospitals, for males and 
females, a drug store, and a chapel, 
There are two surgeons, one priest, 
four officers of the interior, and a gen- 
tleman and his wife to look after the 
conduct of the prisoners. It is said 
that the prisoners will receive the 
same food as the crew, to wit, tea at 
breakfast, soup and meat at dinner, 
gruel at supper, All the prisovers are 
in chains, but when well ont at sea 
will be unchained—at least those of 
them who behave well. The children 
and the persons ‘going vuluntarily to 
the island enjoy full freedom. The 
cargo of the steamer amounts to 72,- 
000 poods, or 2,880,000 pounds—50;- 
000 poods of yrain, and the rest old 
iron rails to be used for the construc. 
tion of the horse railroad on Sagha- 
lien, from the port to the principal 
prison in the central part of the island. 
Fifty-four so'diers perform guard 
duty. 

Last year the Nijny-Novgorod per- 
formed the same journey in fifty-two 
days. Though it wasa great success 
as regards the health of the prisoners, 
still it is found necessary now to take 
one hundred fewer than last year.
